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AWARD 
The dismissal of Sri . Varghese Purackal from the services of the 
Managing Society is the only issue referred for adjudication . 

2. The inordinate delay caused in the proceeding here is an eye opener 
to those who are concerned in the welfare oft e labour as also their 
protection in employment The workman hereiu had to fight alone against 
the resourcefulness of the management for a pretty long tiine . While going 
through the annals of this litigation , it can be seen that at four occasions 
the management moved the High Court of Kerala against th : preliminary 
orders passed by my predecessor Tribunal at various stages. against the 
judgments in original petitions, twice writ appeals were also filed . In all 
occasions, the management failed in their attempt. They moved the Supreme 
Court also once by seeking special leave against the judgment of the High 
Court ofKerala in writ appeal No. 175/1981. That was also resulted in 
dismissal. Because of the frequent approaches by themanagement to the 
High Court, the proceedings here were virtually at standstill . 

3. The dispute started when the workman was dismissed from the 
Management Society for misappropriation of funds. Against the dismissal, 
the workman filed an appeal bcfor the Registrar of Co-operative Societies 
and that was allowed . In all subsequent litigations the workman was the 
winner but he could not enjoy his victory . 

4. Fortunately some kind of seitlements were in the offing and this 
Court welcomed and in fact encouraged buth sides for having an amicable 
settlement considering the most alarining protraction in the proceeding . 
Today when the dispute was called , a joint application was filed by the 
management and the workman . It is stated in the application that the issue 
referred was settled between them . The management had offered to 
pay Rs. 30,000 to the workman in full and final settlement of all the 
claims with the management society in respect of his termination of service 
including bis security deposit of Rs. 500 and the interest accrued there in . 
This offer was accepted by the workman. In the open Court he received the 
money also from the counsel for the management. The workman has also 
stated that he would have no fur her claim aginst the management society . 
Hence I am passing this award in terms of the settlement arrived at between 
the parties in the dispute .

In this dispute the issues referred were: -

2. The service conditions governing the employees under Manage 
ment, their wages and other benefits were based on settlements arrived at 
between the management and workmen from time to time. The latest of 
the settlement expired on 31-3-1979. After the expiry of that settlement, 
the workmen raised dispute and that resulted in the present reference of the 
dispute for adjudication through Government Order G.O. (Rt) 
No. 690/80 LBR dated 20-5-1980 . 
3. When the dispute was pending , the management closed down the Cochin 
branch office with effect from 13-3-1981 and then after they were mainta 
ining only a Depot at Cochin . Consequent to the closure on 13-3-1981, the 
management retrenched 7 employees on 13-3-1981 itself. It is contended 
by the Management that the workmen so retrenched had accepted the 
retrenchment compensation and left service . After the retrenchment, only 
7 employees were working in the depot at Cochin . This dispute was raised 
on behalf of the 7 employees also who were retrenched on 13-3-1981 . 

4 . With the 7 employees remaining in the management establishment, 
a settlement was effected on the issues referred in this dispute by a settlement 
dated 24-7-1981. After that settlement, those seven employees who were 
parties to the settlement (Dated 24-7-1981) had filed a petition to implead 
them in the dispute and the petition was allowed by this Court on 17-3-1983. 
The impleaded workmen and submitted before this Court that they were 
not interested in pursuing with the dispute in view of the settlement arrived 
at between them and the Management. In the meanwhile , the manag 
ement had closed down the Cochin Depot also with effect from 1-3-1982 . 
Consequently , the services of 7 employees who were working in the Cochin 
Depot and who were covered by the settlement dated 24-9-1981 were 
terminated . Those employees also accepted the compensation and left the 
service of the management. In that circumstance management filed additi 
seletatement requesting that the award may be passed rejecting the claims

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5. After the above said developments, the dispute was actually 
between the management and the seven workmen who were retrenched on 
13-3-1981 consequent to the closure of Cochin branch office . 

6. Today this dispute is posted for evidence of parties. Now a 
memorandum of settlement signed by both parties is produced before me 
for passing an award in terms of the settlement arrived at between them 
today. The terms of settlement are : 

(1) In full satisfaction of the claims in the dispute, the manag 

ement agrees to pay each of the following workmen an 
" exgratia amount" of three months wages on the rates of wages 
applicable to them immediately prior to their cessation of 
employment.

AWARD 


On the basis of a reference order G.O.Rt.No.75 /76 LBR dated 11-1-1977 
of the Government of Kerala , the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut passed an 
awiird on 23-6-1979. The award p: 15 ed by the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut 
was ch lleng .d by the management befor the High Court of Kerala by 
filing writ petition O.P. No. 816/80 . By the judgment dated 8-6-1982 , the 
High Court set aside the award passed by the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut 
and reminded the matter for fresh consideration by this Tribunal. 
2. The issues referred for adjudication were : 

(1) Wage increase . 
(2 ) Variable D. A. 
( 3) Working dress and 

(4 ) Work load of employees per month . 
* The award passed by the Industrial Tribunal, Calicut shows that there 
was considerable difficulty in passing a proper award for want of sufficient 
materials. 

3. Each issue required detailed evidence but the union , it appears, 
was not at all vigilint in substantiating their case with reference to facts 
and figures. Even for awarding revised the 

wages on the 

principle of 
Industry -cum -region , the Tribunal was lacking materials since both sides 
filed to adduce sufficient evidence on that bchalf . Therefore principles 
laid down by the Supreme Court in the matter of fixation of wages on 
Industry -cum -region could not be followed for want of sufficient materials, 
Anyhow the Tribunal had awarded revised wages at 25 % more than the 
ratis of wages which were in existence as on the date 1-4-1977 . With regard 
to the other issues, the Tribunal did not pass any award because of lack 
of sufficient materials. 

4 . The award by which 25 % incrense in wages was given from 1-4-1977 
wasmainly challenged by the managment in the writ petition filed before 
the High Court. In the concluding paragraph of the judgment the High 
Court observed as follows: 

It was suggested by the management that there are a couple 
of clock manufacturing units in the locality. The union did not 
care to collect any evidence with reference to those units . No 
evidence was also placed before the Tribunal to show the wage 
structure in other industries in the locality . The balance sheets 
for three years, 1976 to 1978 , were placed before the Tribunal 
by the management. For 1976 a profit of about Rs. 74,000 io 
seen . 1977 shows a loss of about Rs. 33,000 which increased ts 
about Rs. 51,000 in 1978. It is noticed that the union did not 
attempt to challenge the correctness of the balance sheets. Yet 
the Tribunal thought that the expenditure in regard to interest and 
sales over head could be brought down . This was 

certainly not 


a. 


were 


based on any material at all. The balance sheets show a stready 
decline in the production and sales . 

According to 

the 
management this was caused by the non -co- operation of the workers 
who did not even strick to the target of production fixed in Ext. Pl 
settlement. According to the learned counsel for the union 
Sri Ramachandran, the decline in production was not due to the 
fault of the workers but due to the failure of the management to 
provide sufficient raw materials . Here again neither side attempted 
to place any material before the Tribunal in justify the explanation 
canvassed by each side. The relevant principles of law have not 
been applied by the Tribunal, evidently for want of necessary 
materials . In the circumstance I have to hold that Ext. P9 award 
cannot stand . The same is set aside. The Tribunal will take back 
the reference to its file and dispose of the same afresh in accordance 
with law after giving an opportunity to both sides to 

adduce 
further evidence . 
5. After the receipt of the file from the High Court, notices 
issued to both parties. Both parties entered appearance through the counsel 
and after seeking several adjournments the matter was posted for evidence . 

6. When the case was posted for examination of witnesses, the counsel 
for the union submitted that they were not adducing any evidence. The 
union did not adduce any docuinentary evidence also . The issues referred 
for adjudication show that the dispute relates to the enhancement in wages 
and better amenities for workers and in order to substantiate the union s 
case evidence is required . Therefore I am of the view that the burden of 
proof to establish claim for better 

wages and better 

amenities in the 
employment necessarily rests with the union . The High Court had set aside 
the award even in respect of 25 % increase in wages due to the fact that the 
Industrial Tribunal, Calicut had passed that award without sufficient 
materials on record . All the issues referred can be thrashed out only with 
sufficientmaterials. The union which is burdened with proving their case has 
miserably failed to adduce evidence. Therefore any finding without basic 
matcrials will be a nullity. Therefore I have to presume on account of the 
conduct shown by the union that they are not at all interested in establishing 
their case with sufficient 

materials . 
7 . In the above circumstance I pass this award holding that the 
workmen are not entitled for enhancement in wages and for other benefits 
as they claimed while raising the Industrial Dispute .

of dispute would continue for all purposes.

The issue refcrred for adjudication by Governmer:t as per G. O. ( Rt.) 
No. 878 /80 /LBR dated 19-6-1980 is Denial of work to Smt. V. Valsala” . 

2. in the charter of demands appended to the reference it is 
complained by Smt. Valsala that she was denied employmentwithout 
assigning any reason whatsoever when she reported for duty after the expiry 
of her maternity leave on 18-4-1979. Reinstatement with all benefits is the 
relief claimed . 

3 . The Management in its written statement denies the allegation that 
Smt. Valsala was denied employment on 18-4-1979 . According to it she 
had worked upto 14-5-1979 and thereafter she proceeded on leave for a 
week . That leave was extended for a further perid of fifteen days on her 
application from 22-5-1979 . She did not report for juty thereafter, but 
raised a false complaint before the Labour Officer that she was denied 
employment. It is actually a case of abandunment and therefore the 
worker is not entitled to any reliefs. 

4 . The case was posted for the evidence of the worker to prove her 
complaint that she was denied employment. The worker did not adduce 
any cvidence, but repeatedly requested for time. The final request for 
further time was rejected and the case taken up for award after hearing 
both sides. 

5. This is a case where the burden is on the worker to establish her 
case that she was denied employment. That burden is not discharged . In 
the absence of evidence the employee s case cannot be accept d . So the 
worker is not entitled to any reliefs. In the result an award is passed 
finding that there was no denial of employment to Smt. V. Valsala and 
holding that she is not entitled to any reliefs .

Denial of employment to Shri T. K. Divakaran by the Karikodi Coir 
Vyvasaya Co-operative Society Limited (hereinafter referred to as the 
Society ) is the issue referred for adjudication by Government as per 
G. O. (Rt.) No. 987 /80 / LBR dated 7-7-1980 . 

2 . In the charter of demands, copy of which is appended to the 
reference , Shri Divakaran complains that he who was working as the 
Business Manager of the Society as per a resolution dated 9-9-1975 
continuously from that date was denied employment with effect from 
24-7-1979 . The Management in its written statement contends that Shri 
Divakaran was never employed as a regular workman and that he was 
only helping the affairs of the Society as a honorary Business Manager . 
He had abandoned that job realising that the Department did not recognise 
his absorbtion on a regular basis. Shri Divakaran had filed a rejoinder 
reiterating his claims. 

3. When the case came up for evidence Shri Divakaran and his 
counsel remained absent and therefore the case was proceeded in their 
absence after setting Divakaran exparte.

4. In the nature of the matter in controversy it was the duty of 
Shri Divakaran to adduce evidence and substantiate his case that he was 
a regular employee of the society . He has not done that. In the absence 
of evidence it is not possible to say that Shri Divakaran was a regular 
employee entitled to continue in service . So the complaint that he was 
denied employment without reasonable basis stands without proof. He 
is therefore not entitled to any reliefs . An award is passed accordingly .

AWARD 
The issue covered by this reference made by Government 
G. O. (Rt.) No. 254 /82 /LBR dated 15-3-1982 is Non -employment of 
K. O. Anthony, P. A. Devassy and C. C. Lonakutty, workers since October 
1980. " 

2 . The Union in its claim statement complaints that the three 
workmen who were continuously scrving the Management for considerable 
length of time were denied employment without assigning any reason on 
1-11-1980 and that they were not reinstated inspite of a conciliation settle 
ment dated 20-1-1981. Reinstatement with all benefits is what is sought for . 

3. The Management while admitting that Shri P. A. Devassy was 
one of its employees contends that the other two persons were not employed 
as per the records . It is contended that Shri Devassy s health deteriorated 
and therefore he was not in a position to continue to work and that is how 
he ceased to be an employee . There is also a contention that the establi 
shment was closed down for reasons beyond the control of the Management 
in 1979. However it is stated in another context that the Management 
has no objection in reinstating the workmen . 

4 . On the basis of the pleadings advanced by the Management the 
workmen offered to rejoin duty . But it was then argued on behalf of the 
Management that they are not admitting that two of the persons involved 
in the reference are their workmen and therefore they cannot be reinstated . 
Hence the case was posted for evidence to today when the learned counsel 
appearing on behalf of the Management offered to reinstate all the three 
workmen without any liability for payment of arrears in back wages. 
The learned counsel for the Union while welcoming the offer pleaded that 
the workmen cannot be denied back wages . Tho question as to whether 
the back wages are payable or not was left to be decided . 

5. In view of the concession made on behalf of the Management it 
is unnecessary to consider the question as to whether the persons involved 
in the reference are entitled to the reinstatement or not. They are to be 
reinstated on the basis of the concession . But I have to decide the question 
regarding back wages. The main contention of the Management was 
that two of the persons claiming themselves to be workmen were not really 

That contention is now abandoned . Regarding the third man who 
admittedly is a worker, there was practically no tenable contentions. In 
these state of affairs the case of the Union that the workmen were denied 
employment without satisfactory reasons has to be accepted . When that 
is the position tha workmen are entitled to back wages. The Management 
will pay the backwages . 

6 . In the result an award is passed directing the Management to 
reinstate the three workmen with continuity of service paying them 
arrears in wages and other benefits as though they had continued in 
service without any break .

The issue referred for adjudication by Government as per G.O. (Rt.) 
No. 72 /83 /LBR dated 20-1-1983 is " Retrenchment of Shri K.T.Raphael. 
Caster . 

2. Shri Raphael was employed by the Kerala Times (hereinafter 
referred to as theManagement), a Malayalam Daily, at Ernakulam . While 
so he was retrenched with effect from 6-6-1981 . The validity of that 
retrenchment was disputed by the Union by raising a complaintbefore the 
Inspector of Newspaper Establishments as per a complaint dated 8-6-1981 
copy of which is appended to the reference. There it was said that Shri 
Raphael apart from his duty as Caster in the Casting Department was 
also casting stereo blocks over and above other sundry works and there 
fore it was passible to absorb him in some other capacity and that the 
retrenchment itself is mala fide and an act of victimisation on account of 
active Union work . The position is further amplified in a detailed claim 
statement filed by the Union before this Court . While admitting that the 
Casting Department where Shri Raphael was working was temporarily 
closed it is alleged that there was no bona fide compelling circumstances to 
retrench him . The retrenchment was effected in violation of the principle 

last come first go " as Shri Cleatus, a junior employee, who was working 
in the Casting Department was retained in preference to Shri Raphael. 
The Management adopted this course only because he had participated 
actively in a fortyfive days struggle for the implementation of the Palekar 
Award . That struggle ended in a settlement as per which Shri Raphael was 
given an increment of Rs. 20 in his basic pay as weightage considering the 
seven years service that was completed by him . But within a short period 
the Management proposed as per a letter dated 21-5-1981 that that increment 
sanctioned will be withdrawn. The workman submitted a representation 
that the threatened action may not be implemented . 

That was on 
3-6-1981. Not only that his request for the non -implementation of the 
proposed withdrawal was not favourably considered but the Management 
also retrenched him with effect from 6-6-1981. This retrenchment 
was effected at a time when another industrial dispute concerning the 
workman of this establishment was pending adjudicati 

without obtaining 
the approval as insisted by Sec.33 (2 ) of the Industrial Disputes Act . 
The retrenchment was also not in accordance with the mandatory 
provisions of Sec 25 - F of the Industrial Disputes Act. The workman 
was not given one. month s notice or notice pay in lieu of 
such notice . He was also not paid the retrenchment compensation to 
which he was entitled . In the notice under which he was retrenched the 
compensation amount was not specified . What he was asked was to collect 
the compensation at a subsequent stage . Thus there was no simultaneous 
tender of the valid dues. Thus the retrenchment is void and the work 
man is to be deemed to be continuing in service. So an award has to 
be passed declaring that the workman is continuing in service . He is 
also to be awarded all benefits 

as though he was in continuous 
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was 


the only 


3. The Management contents. The contentions in the written 
statement are as follows: 

The action of the Management in retrenching Shri Raphael 
bona fied and it is legally sustainable Shri Raphael was 
employee functioning as the Caster in the Casting Department. The casting 
machine became obselete and worthless and actually there was no work 
in that Department for some months till 6-6-1981. The Management s 
attempt to modernise that Department did not succeed and therefore a 
closure of the same became inevitable . So the retrenchment of the only 
employee could not be avoided and it was made with effect trom 
6-6-1981 . The employee as per the notice served on him on 5-6-1981 
was offered notice 

pay and retrenchment compensation . He did not 
accept the same. There was compliance of all the mandatory provisions of 
Sec. 25F of the Industrial Disputes Act and the retrenchment is, therefore , 
valid and sustainable . Even the Union did not consider in its charter of 
demands that the retrenchment was in any way defective as is now conten 
ded . That the position is so is clear from the copy of the complaint 
which is available al ng with the order of reference. The provisions of 
Sec.33 (2 ) (b ) of the Industrial Disputes Act are not attracted as 

there 
was no discharge or dismissal for a misconduct. The allegation that a 
junior employee was retained in preference to Shri Raphael is absolutely 
incorrect as Shri Raphel was the only workman in the Casting Unit 
which was closed . There was no victimisation of any sort on the part of 
the Management. It is true that there was an agitation involving a strike 
lasting 

for 

about 45 days. That was an illegal strike. That strike has 
nothing to do with the retrenchment which was effected for valid reasons. 
The workman retrenched on justifiable grounds in accordance with the 
principle of law is not entitled to any benefits . 

4. The affected workman was examined as WW1. He has also 
proved Exts . WI and W2 on his side. Ext.W1 is the original order under 
which the retrenchment was effected . Ext. W2 is the letter under which the 
increment earlier sanctioned was proposed to be withdrawn. Shri Raphael 
had replied Ext .W2, a copy of which is appended to his claim statement as 
Annexure III . The same marked for reference at the time of 
arguments as Ext.W3. This is all the cvidence on the side of the workman . 
On behalf of the management the only witness available is MWI, one 
of its clerks. The documents proved on the side of the Management are 
Exts. MI and M2. Ext. Mi is the service book of Shri Raphael. Ext .M2 
is the acquittance roll including the periods May and June 1981. 

5. That there was a closure of the Casting Department is admitted . 
In the claim statement it is alleged that it was a temporary measure adopted 
as a ruse for effecting the retrenchment. But that contention was not taken 
up in the complaint filed before the Inspector ofNewspaper Establishments. 
It is necessary ti consider the various objections raised against the 
retrenchment io question . The contents of Ext .W1 order of retrenchment 
admittedly served on the workman on 5-6-1981 are to be scrutiniscd for 
which it has to be extracted here in full :

The validity of the same was challenged immediately thereafter in 
the complaint preferred before the Inspector of Newspaper Establish 
ments . 

In that complaint another issue concerning Mr.Antony who 
a Compositor of this establishment was also involved. The first part of 
the complaint is concerning that dispute . After nariating Antony s case 
the complaint proceeds to say as follows: 

:" The same ill fate has happened to Raphael. 
However , in his case it is retrenchment, not 
dismissal, the reason being the closure of the 
casting department. It is not true . The 
type casting work is not a regular work ; it 
is done when the types arc worn out. 
Mr.Raphael was casting stereo blocks which is 
also part of his duty . Besides, he was doing 
all sorts of sundry works. He can be accom 
modated anywhere . His retrenchment is mala 

fide and smacks of vindictiveness. " 
There the main grievance was that Shri Raphael could have been 
absorbed in some other Department. The present allegation that Shri Cleatus 
a Junior of Shri Rapheal was retained while retrenching the senior is not 
seen raised there . In the claim statement of the Union also it is conceded 
that Shri Raphael joined the service only on 1-9-1974 . However when 
Shri Raphael was examined as WW1 he has introduced a new case that he 
started as an employee in this Management in 1971 even though hewas confir 
med only in 1974. It is to disprove this new claim that the Management 
had produced Ext. Ml service book to show the original of service as 1974 . 
Shri Raphael had come forward with a new case because he wants to show 
that he was senior to Shri Cleatus. That there was such a junior emp oyee 
was not mentioned in the complaint before the Inspector of Newsplaper 
Establishments. Shri Raphael when examined was not in a position to assert 
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his claim as a senior over Shri Cleatus. There is absolutely no evidence to 
show that Shri Cleatus was working in the Casting Department which was 
closed . In these state of affairs the contention that the well established 
principle of " last come first go" was violated is raised without any 
reasonable basis. 

6. Another complaint is that there was no necessity to close down 
the Casting Department and it was temporarily closed only to victimise 
Shri Raphael by way of this retrenchment because of his active participation 
in the agitation which was settled in April 1981. That the agitation was 
settled in April 1981 is admitted and it is also evident from the recitals in 
Ext. W2. Shri Raphael has admitted in his evidence that he was not an 
office bearer of the Union . It is further admitted by him that the office 
bearers of the Union are all still working in this establishment. It is further 
admitted by him that the Casting Department is not functioning in the 
establishment even now . It is also stated by him that he would have 
received the compensation as per Ext. Wi had he been paid the same on 
6-6-1981 . All these facts and circumstances indicate that the Management 
had closed down the casting unit under compelling circumstances as narrated 
in Ext. W1, and not for singling out Shri Raphael for victimisation by way 
of termination . So the Management s case that the retrenchment was 
bona fide has to be accepted . 

7. One other objection is that the retrenchment was in violation of 
the provisions of Sec. 33 (2 ) (b ) of the Industrial Disputes Act ( the Act for 
short ). It is common case that I.D. 72/80 was pending before this court 
when the retrenchment was effected . That was a case between the parties 
to this reference concerning another workman . It is also the admitted case 
that no permission or sanction under Sec. 33 of the Act was obtained . But 
that section applies only to discharge, dismissal or other punishments and 
not to retrenchment. So this objection is also not tenable. 

8. Though not specifically pleaded an argument is advanced that 
the termination is bad as it offends Section 3 of the Working Journalists and 
Other Newspaper Employees (Conditions of Service) and Miscellaneous 
Provisions (Amendment) Act 1981 which reads as follows: 

“ Novemployer in relation to a newspaper establithment shall , by 
reason ofhis liability for payment of wages to newspaper employees 
at the rates specified in an order of the Central Government under 
S. 12, or under S. 12 read with S. 13AA or S. 13DD , dismiss , 

discharge or retrench any newspaper employee." 
It is evident from a reading of the above Section that the prohibition against 
dismissal, discharge or retrenchment contemplated is in different circum 

Under Ext. W2 the 
stances. It cannot apply to the facts of this case . 
increment granted to Shri Raphael on the basis of one weightage for seven 
years was withdrawn for the reason that there was some clerical error in 
granting him the same before the completion of years continuous service. 


That he had not completed 7 years to qualify himself for the weightage at 
the time when it was originally granted to him is admitted in Ext. W3. 
So it cannot be legitimately contended that the retrenchment is one 
which comes within the ambit of the above provision . 

9. The Main complaint is that the retrenchment was not in accord 
ance with the formalities insisted by Sec. 25 F of the Act. What is alleged 
is that the workman was not simultaneously paid the notice pay and 
retrenchment compensation in accordance with that section . The workman 
admittedly was working till the 6th of June 1981. He was retrenched with 
effect from that date serving Ext. W1 on the previous day . There he was 
told that he can collect his notice pay for one month and retrenchment 
compensation at the rate of fifteen days wages for each year of completed 
service from the office of the Management on the 6th itself. The argument 
is that such an offer is not a valid tender as the money was not offered for 
immediate acceptance in kind or in some other form . What is stated by 
Shri Raphael as WW1 is that he went to the Management s office at about 
noon on 6-6-1981 to collect the compensation offered in Ext. Wi and that 
he was not paid the same by the Clerk in charge. His version is that the 
Clerk Shri Mathew J. Babu (examined as Mwi before me) told him that 
ther : was no money available for payment. In cross-examination WW1 
states that he would not have received the compensation even if it was 
offered . MWI has given evidence that acctually money was available for 
payment and that necessary calculations and entries were made in the 
Acquittance Register for obtaining the acknowledgement of Shri Raphael 
in token of having received the compensation and that Shri Raphael refused 
to accept the same stating that he has consult the office bearers of his 
Union before accepting it. Ext. M2 acquittance roll was also proved by 
MW2. It was conceded before me at the time of arguments even though 
it is stated in the argument notes submitted by the Union otherwise 
that Ext.M2 is a genuine document and the entries appearing in pages 
8 and 9 of the book were actually present when Shri Raphael appeared 
before the office to accept the payment. 6th of June 1981 was the pay 
day for payment of the wages for the previous month . Shri Raphael had 
accepted his wages for the previous month on the 6th after the receipt of 
Ext. Wi. His ackonwledgement concerning the receipt of that payment 
appears at pag 7 of Ext. M2. It is also admitted that Shri Raphael had 
accepted the overtimewages that was due to him for May 1981 by_affixing 
his signature as against the entries contained in pages 10 and 11 of Ext.M2. 
That was also on 6-6-1981. Now the main dispute is as to whether 
Shri Raphael was offered the compensation when he appeared for collection 
on the 6th . On thismatter the oral evidence consists of the rival versions 
given by WW1and MWI. More reasons are suggested as to why MWI 
another employee should perjure against the interests of Shri Raphael. His 
version has to be appreciated in the sequence of events. The Management 
had issued Ext. Wi offering Shri Raphael the compensation due to him and 
asking him to collect it from the office. In the office the necessary calcula 
tions were made and entries were entred in Ext. M2 and the evidence is that 
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even revenue stamps were affixed to obtain the signature in token of the 
payment that was intended to be made . WW1 has given evidence as 
already mentioned that he would not have received the compensation even 
if it was offered to him . What is stated by. MW1 is that Shri Raphael 
refused to accept the money that was offered to him . stating that he has to 
consult the office bearers of the Union . We find that the Union had raised 
the complaint before the Inspector ofNewspaper Establishments on 9-6-1981. 
There no complaint was raised that Shri Raphael who approached to collect 
the compensation was refused payment by the Clerk . When all these 
facts and circumstances are taken together the only reasonable conclusion 
that could be drawn is that the Management had actually offered the money 
as mentioned in Ext. Wl and Shri Raphael had refused to accept the same. 

10. The learned counsel appearing on behalf of the Union referred to 
me the Kerala High Court decision in the Secretary, Kottayam District 
Co -operative M.S. U. Ltd. v . Industrial Tribunal (1983 K.L.T.431 ) wherein 
it was observed by his Lordship U.L. Bhat after considering various 
previous decisions on the subject as follows: 

"Mere notice issued by the employer which is not acted upon is 
not sufficient to constitute payment or tender. In case , the 
employee declines to go over and receive the amount in pursuance 
of the notice, it is the duty of the employer to send it to him the 
same day or the next day. Then only it can be said that the 

employer has complied with the condition .” 
But the facts here are different. Hence the employee had actually appeared 
in response to the notice and refused to accept the money that was offered . 
The Supreme Court had occasion to consider the validity of a tender of 
money under Sec . 33 ( 2) of the Act [the words employed in this context in 
Sec. 25F ofthe Act and under Sec. 33 (2 ) are identicalj in Strawboard Manu 
facturing Co. v . Gobind ( 1962 I.L.L.J. 420 at page 424 ) as follows: - : 

" It is not disputed before us that when the proviso lays down the 
condition as to payment of one month s wages, all that the 
employer is required to do in order to carry out that condition is to 
tender the wages ta the employee . But if the employee chooses 
not to accept the wages, he cannot come forward and say that 

there has been no payment of wages to him by the employer ..... " 
Reliance is also placed by the learned counsel appearing for the Union on 
National Iron and Steel Company v . State of West Bengal (1967 II L L.J. 23) 
where a retrenchment was found invalid as Their Lordships observed . 

“ The notice in this case bears the date 15 November 1958 . It is 
to the effect that the addressee s services were terminated with 
effect from 17 November and that he would get one month s wages 
in lieu of notice of termination of his service. The workman was 
further asked to collect his dues from the cash office on 20 
November 1958 or thereafter during the working hours. Manifestly , 
S. 25F , had not been complied with under which it was incumbent 
on the employer to pay the workman , the wages for the period of 
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no 


the notice in lieu of the notice. That is to say , if he was asked to 
go forthwith he had to be paid at the time when he was asked to 

go and could not be asked to collect his dues afterwards. " 
That was a case where the employee was asked to collect his wages on a 
subsequent day after effecting the retrenchment on a previous day. The 
dictum laid down there also cannot be applied to the facts of the present 
case . Here in this case the Management had done everything in its power 
to offer the money as such to the workman who refused to collect 
it . When the workman had refused to collect it there was 
necessity to undergo the futile exercise of despatching the same by 
money order or through some other means as the learned counsel for the 
Union argues that the Management should have done. In the circumstances 
of this case there was a valid tender and a refusal. So the provisions of the 
Act have been strictly complied with and the complaint otherwise is not 
genuine. 

11. From what has been stated above it follows that there was a valid 
and proper retrenchment . So the workman is not entitled to insist that he 
is deemed to be in service entitled to arrears in wages and other benefits . 
However the Management had offered notice pay and retrenchment 
compensation in Ext.Wi which was not collected so far . It is seen from 
Ext. M2 that other benefits including gratuity , bonus etc., have also been 
calculated and offered . The Management will pay those amounts aggre 
gating to (gratuity Rs. 1953, retrenchment compensation Rs . 1953 , Bonus 
Rs. 298.84 salary for June 1981, Rs. 71.33 and notice payiRs. 483.50) 
Rs. 4,759.67 (Rupees fourthousand seven hundred and fifty nine and paise 
sixty seven only) to the workman . The workman is entitled to that relief 
and nothing else . 

12. In the result an award is passed upholding the validity of the 
retrenchment and granting the relief as mentioned above to the workman .

2. In the charter of demands appended to the reference it is complai 
ned that Shri Thomas was denied employment when he reported for duty 
after the expiry of leave on 16-12-1981 without assigning any 

reason 
whatsocver . Reinstatement with all benefits is what is sought for . 

3. The Management and the workman appeared through Advocates 
on 6-7-1983 atmy Trichur Camp. The case was posted for the written 
statement of the Management to 3-8-1983. The Management did not 
appear on that day and so it was set ex parte. The workman was asked 
to state and prove his case . Accordingly he filed an affidavit reaffirming 
the allegations in the charter of demands and repeating the claim for 
reinstatement with all benefits. The learned counsel for the workman was 
heard and ]the case taken up for award . But before the award was passed the 
Management filed an application for setting aside the ex parte order . 
That application was posted for hearing to today . TheManagement again 
remained absent. Hence this award is passed on the basis of the statement 
and the affidavit already filed by the workman . 

4. As matters stand now there is only the statement and the affidavit 
filed by the workman . In the absence of any contest the affidavit of the 
workman is accepted as sufficient proof in support of his case that he was 
denied employment without justifiable reasons. So he is naturally entitled 
to the benefit of reinstatement claimed . It goes without saying that the 
workman will be entitled to continuity of service and arrears in back 
wages . The Management is directed by this award to reinstate the work 
man with continuity of service and pay him arrears in wages as though 
he had been continuing in service without any break . An award is passed 
accordingly .

1. This Industrial Dispute was referred for adjudication by the Govern 
ment as per G.O. ( Rt.) No. 287/79/ L & H dated 17-3-1979 regarding the 
denial of em loyment to Sri K. Muthu ( Tapper ) from 24-2-1979 and relief 
due to him . Notices to both parties were issued by this Court and both 
ties appeared in Court and the Plantation Labour Union Secretary on behalf 
of the worker filed a statement stating that the above worker was working 
in the Kottiyode Rubber Plantation belonging to Balakrishna Panicker 
from 1969 March onwards as a tapper. In 1976 February, it was rest 
period for the estate and after the rest period the work of the estate was 
started on March , 1976 and when Muthu went to the estate, he was denied 
employment, inspite of his repeated requests. The worker was a member 
of the union and he was conducting trade onion activities and it was on 
account of that he was de ied employment by the management and the 
management denicd employment to the worker, he was not given any 
compensation also . The worker filed a petition before the Labour Officer 
and Labour Officer initiated conciliation proceedings . But the conciliation 
procecdings was Lot successfull due to the non - cooperation of the mana 
gement. The worker is not now employed . He is entitled to be reinstated 

tapper in the above plantation . Hence he may be reinstated 
and he may be allowed to entire costs of this procedings. 

2. The management filed a reply statement, stating that the reference 
itself is illegal. The reference referred is not an Industrial Dispute . The 
union has no competence or locus standing to represent the worker as he is 
not the member of the union . It is not true to say that Muthu was a 
worker in the Plantation from March , 1969. It is also not correct to say 
that he continued as a tapper till 1976 January . There was no necessity 
or occasion to deny the employment to the worker in March , 1976 since he 
was not a worker . He was not a permanent worker at any time under the 
management. For a short period for sometime in 1975 he was only casually 
employed The managent is not aware of the trade union activities of the 
worker . It is not correct to say that his employment was terminated due 
to his trade union activities and he is not entitled to any relief. 

3. A rejoinder was filed Isy the union repudiating all allegations 
contained in the statement of themanagement . 

4. 1 he worker aswell as the propreietor of the estate were examined 
as WWI and MWI. 20 documents were marked on behalf of the worker as 
Ext. WI to W 20 and 3 documents were marked on behall of the manage 
ment as Ext. Mi to M3. MWI was examined on in part. It was adjourned 
for cross-examination ofMWI. 

5. Today when the matter came up before me, it is represented that 
the matter has been settled . A statement signed by the management and 
the President ofMannarghat Plantation Labour Union was fil d . The 
statement filed by ihe both sides, it is stated that the matter has been 
settled and in view of the settlement, this disputemay be closed . 
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6. In view of the statement filed , there is not necessity to proceed with 
further enquiry . The statement filed by the parties will form part of this 
award . Hence I hold that there is no dispute existing between the parties 
requiring adjudication . An award is passed accordingly . 

7. This Award will come into force 30 days after its publication in 
the Official Gazette.

1. This Industrial Dispute was referred by Government of Kerala 
as per G. O 

(RT) No. 24 /80/LBR dated 5-1-1980 for adjudication 
regarding the convertion of 34 (thirty four only ) CLR workers as NMR 
workers. When this reference was received by this court, the case was 
taken on file and issued notices to both parties. The workers were 
represented by Advocate K P Damodaran Nambiar and the Management 
was represented by theGovernment Pleader . 

2. The union filed a statement stating that the issue referred for 
adjudication is conversion of 34 CLR workers as NMR workers. The 
workers mentioned in the annexure are workers under the Harbour 
Engineering wing of the Kerala State Port Trust Department and all of 
them are having less than 6 years continuous service under the Department. 
They were working throughout the year without any reak ervice . 
They are skilled workers. Besides the low wages paid to them , they are 
denied leave facility , Provident Fund and E.S.I. benefits. 

3 . A reply has been filed to the statement by the Superintending 
Engineer , Harbour Engineering Wing, Calicut on his own behalf and on 
behalf of the Executive Engineer, Harbour Engineering Wing , Calicut, 
stating that the above workers cannot be taken as NMR workers as per 
G.O. (MS) No. 17 /68 /PW dated 22-1-1968 . A true copy of the G.O. 
mentioned above has been extracted . It is further stated that these workers 
are engaged as casual labourers on daily wages to man the floating pipelines 
ofd redger Meena Kerala and for attending the workshop work . The 
request of converting these workers as NMR workers was referred by the 
Department to the Government and the Government as per their letter 
No. 57735/B1/75/DD dated 19-6-1976 have informed that the proposal for 
conversion of these labourers is not permissible in terms of the G.O. 
mentioned above dated 22-1-1968. It is also intimated by the Government 
by their letter dated 14-7-1980 that the question of converting these 
labourers as NMR workers is pending decision awaiting a similar decision 
is to be taken by the Public Works Department. It is further stated that 
the power of conversion of casual labourers asNMR workers is vested with 
the Government only . Hence the department cannot convert them as NMR 
workers. Hence it is stated that an Award may be passed holding that the 
workers are not entitled to be treated as NMR workers, 

4 . On 25-7-1983, when this case came up for hearing, the one of 
the workers is examined asWWI. Two documents were marked on behalf 
of the workers as Ext. WI and W2. He was cross-examined by the 
Government Pleader . No evidence was adduced by the Superintending 
Engineer or Executive Engineer. 

5. WWI has stated that all the workers mentioned in the reference 
are workers working in the Dredger. They have got 7 to 9 years continuous 
service and all of them were considered as daily wage labourers. At the 
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time of this dispute was referred to this Court, the daily wages were 
Rs. 11.50 . Seventy -five per cent of the work done by the workers are done 
in the sea . To do the work in the sea some sort of expertisation is absolutely 
necessary . The work done by the workers are dangerous work . In spite of 
that they are not getting E.S.I. benefits, Provident Fund, Leave with 
wages, Medical Facility and Dearness Allowance . 

The workers working 
in the Forest Department, Electricity Department and who have worked 
continuously more than 240 days were treated as N.M.R. workers. In spite 
of their request, they are not treated as N.M. R. workers. They used to do 
their work at Cochin and Quilon . During the pendency of this dispute 
they were given a slight enhancement of their wages by the Government. 
The said order is marked as Ext . W1. Ext.W2 is a copy of Manorama Daily, 
In cross-examination he has stated that there are records to show that they 
are working continuously for more than 7 years. They used to do their 
work on all days except Sunday . They have worked only in Meena Kerala . 
Meena Kerala is working from 1973 onwards. It is not correct to say that 
they are only seasonal workers. 

6. As per G.O.MS. No. 17 /68 /PW dated 22-1-1968 , it can be seen 
that all CLR.workers of the Public Works Department except those who 
have already been converted as seasonal workers , who have worked all the 
12 months for a minimum number of 240 days on the whole during the 
previous one year ending 31st July, 1967 and who are still continuing as 
CLR workess will be converted into and treated as N.M. R. workers. In 
para 2 of theG.O., it is further stated that hereafter there will not be a 
category workers as CLR workers, but there will be only two categories of 
workers, viz . , N.M.R. workers and seasonalworkers . 

7. Admittedly all these 34 workers are working under the Harbour 
Engineering of Kerala State Port Trust Department and all of them has got 
7 to 9 years of continuous service . They are also working without any 
break of service. As per G.O.MS. No. 17/68/PW dated 22-1-1968 , all 
these workers are entitled to be treated as N.M.R.,workers. In the counter 
statement filed by the Superintending Engineer, it is stated that the power 
to convert these workers as N.M.R. workers cannot be done by the Depart 
ment but can only be done by the Government. It can be seen hat the 
letter written by the Special Secretary to Government tɔ the Chief Engineer 
Harbour Engineering Wing , Trivandrum oa 14-7-1980 hat the question of 
conversion of casual labourers of the Beypore Harbour Project to the N.M.R. 
category is still pending Government decision awaiting a sinilar decision to 
be taken by the Public Works Department. What is the decision taken by 
the Public Works Department is not placed before thi; court. It can be 
seen from Ext. W2, that the Central Government has asked to all State 
Governments to convert casual labourers who has worked for more than 
240 days as N.M.R. labourers. This report is published in the paper dated 
29th April 1983. Hence in my view , these labourers has to be classified as 
N.M.R. labourers.

THE KERALA MUNICIPALITIES (AMENDMENT) BILL, 1983

further to amend the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960. 

Preamble.-— WHEREAS it is expedient further to amend the Kerala Muni 
cipalities Act, 1960 , for the purpose hereinafter appearing ; 

Be it enacted in the Thirty -fourth Year of the Republic of India as 
follows: 


1. Short title and commencement.— (1) This Act may be called the Kerala 
Municipalities (Amendment) Act, 1983. 

(2 ) It shall be deemed to have come into force on the 30th day of 
September, 1982. 


2. Amendment of section 412. - In sub -section (2) of section 412 of the 
Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (14 of 1961) (hereinafter referred to as the 
principal Act), for the words " Forty - five months” , the words " seventy -two 
months” shall be substituted . 

3. Repeal and saving.- (1 ) The Kerala Municipalities (Amendment) 
Ordinance , 1983 (24 of 1983 ), is hereby repealed . 

(2) Notwithstanding such repeal, anything done or deemed to have 
been don or any action ken or deemed to have been taken under 
principal Act as amended by the said Ordinance shall be deemed to have been 
done or taken under the principal Act as amended by this Act.

STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 
According to sub -section (2 ) of section 412 of the Kerala Municipalities 
Act, 1960, the special officer appointed for a newly constituted municipality 
shall cause arrangements for election to be made so that the newly elected 
councillors may come into office on a day within six months or such further 
time not exceeding forty-five months as the Government may, by notification 
in the Gazette , specify in this behall, from the date on which the notification 
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under sub -section (3 ) of section 4 of the Act declaring the area to be a muni 
cipality takes effect. The Manjeri and Kothamangalam Municipalities were 
constituted with effect from the 1st April, 1978. In the case of those muni 
cipalities, the maximum period of forty-five months specified in sub-section 
(2) of section 412 , within which the newly elected councils shall come into 
office, expired on 31-12-1981. The election of the councillors of the said 
municipalities had been postponed by the Government by notifications issued , 
from time to time, under sub -section (2 ) of section 412 of the Act, till the 31st 
December , 1981. As it was decided to postpone the election of the councillors 
of the said Municipalities for a further period till the final census figures were 
made available, sub -section (2 ) of section 412 was amended by the Kerala 
Municipalities (Amendment) Ordinance , 1981 (6 of 1981), substituting the 
said period of forty -five months by fifty-four months. Accordingly, notifi 
cations were issued by the Government extending the period before which 
elections are to be held to the councils of the newly constituted municipalities 
upto 30-9-1982 . Though the Kerala Municipalities (Amendment) Bill , 1981 , 
which sought to replace the said Ordinance was published , the Bill could notbe 
introduced in the Sixth Kerala Legislative Assembly and got passed before 
its dissolution for want of time. Therefore, the Ordinance lapsed on 11-3-1982 
ie.,at the expiration of six weeks from the reassembly of the Legislative Assembly 
after the promulgation of the Ordinance , and the amendment made by the 
Ordinance had ceased to have effect. 


2 . As in the case of the Manjeri and Kothamangalam Municipalities, 
the period of forty-five months specified in sub -section (2 ) of section 412 of the 
Act expired in the case of the Thodupuzha Municipality on 31-5-1982 and in 
the case of the Pathanamthitta Municipality on 30-6-1982 . 

3. The election to the council of the Manjeri Municipality has since 
bcen conducted . The Government have decided to postpone the election to 
the councils of the Kothamangalam , Thodupuzha and Pathanamthitta 
Municipalities for a further period . However, the election to the councils of 
those municipalities could not be further postponed beyond the 30th September , 
1982, without amending sub -section (2 ) of section 412 of the Kerala Muni 
cipalities Act. 

4. As the Legislative Assembly was not in session and as thematter could 
not wait till the next session of the Legislative Assembly, the Kerala Muni 
cipalities (Amendment) Ordinance, 1982 ( 2 of 1982 ), was promulgated by the 
Governor on the 30th day of September, 1982, to achieve the above object. 


5. A Bill to replace the said Ordinance by an Act of the Legislature 
was published in the Gazette. But the Bill could not be introduced in and 
passed by the Legislative Assembly during its last session which commenced 
on the 25th February, 1983 and ended on the 30th March , 1983, for want of 
time. Therefore, the said Ordinance would have ceased to operate on the 7th 
April, 1983 ie., at the expiration of six weeks from the reassembly of the 
Legislature after the promulgation of the Ordinance . 


6. It was considered necessary to keep alive the amendment 
made by the said Ordinance and therefore the Kerala Municipalities 

(Amendment ) Ordinance, 1983 ( 10 of 1983) was promulgated by the 
Governor on the 6th day of April, 1983 , and published in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 411 dated the 7th April , 1983 . 

A Bill to replace Ordinance 10 of 1983 by an Act of the 
Legislature was introduced in the Legislative Assembly during its 
session which commenced on the 20th June, 1983 and ended on the 
4th August, 1983. The Bill was referred to the appropriate Subject 
Committee and the Subject Committee presented its report before the 
Legislative Assembly . However , Bill as reported by the Subject 
Committee could not be taken into consideration and passed by the 
Legislative Assembly during the session . Therefore the Ordinance 
lapsed on the 1st day of August, 1983 . 

8. It was considered necessary to keep alive the amendment 
made by Ordinance 10 of 1983 and therefore the Kerala Municipalities 
. (Amendment) Ordinance , 1983 ( 24 of 1983 ) , was promulgated by the 
Governor on the 20th day of August, 1983 and published in the Kerala 
Gazette Extraordinary No. 908 dated the 20th August , 1983. The 
Bill seeks to replace Ordinance 24 of 1983 by an Act of the State 
Legislature.
